LSUS will be 
offering its new mas¬ 
ter’s degree, MS 
Human Services 
Administration, 
online in the fall. 
Knighton said that 
he hopes students 
will soon be able to 
access both credit 
and non-credit 
courses, worldwide.

Classrooms offer 
learning network

Gov. .Mike Foster and the 
Louisiana Board of 
Regeants held a news con¬ 
ference Tuesday. March 23, 
to introduce a new statewide 
distance learning network 
that is available through 
compressed video class¬ 
rooms. Such classrooms 
were created in 22 Louisiana 
state colleges and universi¬ 
ties, including LSUS (BE 
building. Room 106). 

By way of the new com¬ 
pressed video classroom, all 
schools involved were able to 
“virtually” attend Gov. 
Foster’s news conference in 
Baton Rouge, as well as 


receive statements from 
around the state about the new 
distance learning network. 

The focus of the network 
is to provide interactive and 
simultaneous statewide 
educational programs in 
order to improve access to 
information and increase 
opportunities for the 
schools involved. 

The board of regeants 
provided the funds to create 
these classrooms and will 
also aid LSUS by funding a 
portion of the line charges 
for the next three years. 
LSUS also received a grant 
of $10,000 from the 
Louisiana Consortium of 
Insurance and Financial 
Services to remodel and 
furnish the classroom.
